2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 2, 
4-8, 1 1-14, 16 and 20 are allowed because, the prior art of record specifically Tewfik et 
al. (US 226, 387) does not teach integrating the DCT-transformed watermark with the 
wavelet-transfomried image to generate a watermark-embedded image, wherein the 
DCT transformed watermark is further transformed using m-level wavelet transform 
before being integrated with the wavelet-transformed image of claims 1,8,12 and 20 
combined with other features and elements of the claims.
